Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1965 
on  the  health  of  the  Winchester  Rural  District. 

During  the  year,  the  general  health  of  the  District 
maintained  a  good  standard  without  serious  epidemic  and  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  disease,  with  the  exception  of  measles,  has  remained  low. 

With  increasing  work,  due,  in  part,  to  new  legislation, 
some  change  and  expansion  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has  resulted 
in  the  elimination  of  the  post  of  Public  Health  Inspector  (Housing) 
and  the  appointment  of  a  fourth  District  Public  Health  Inspector.  This 
enabled  the  District  to  be  split  into  four  areas  and  giving  each  Public 
Health  Inspector  overall  responsibilities  (including  work  in  the  field 
of  housing)  within  his  own  area.  An  addition  has  been  made  to  the 
clerical  staff* 


The  question  of  the  artificial  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies  received,  considerable  discussion  following  a  further  recommend¬ 
ation  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  view  of  the  controversial  nature 
of  the  subject  with  apparently  conflicting  opinions  from  different 
bodies,  it  is  not  surprising  that  this  Council  did  not  support  this 
valuable  public  health  measure  against  dental  decay.  This  is  to  be 
regretted,  especially  as  a  reference  to  page  16  shows  the  low  fluoride 
level  of  the  local  water  supplies. 


From  the  statistics  on  causes  of  death  there  can  be  noted 
the  steady  increase  in  lung  cancer  with  its  very  marked  emphasis  on  the 
male  sex  and  overshadowing  the  incidence  of  other  cancers.  In  connection 
with  the  latter,  it  is  heartening  to  know  that  arrangements  are  now 
nearing  completion  to  commence  the  routine  examination  of  cervical  smears 
for  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  uterus  (cervix).  The  local 
statistics  illustrate  another  general  finding  that  coronary  heart  disease 
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is  a-  manor  single  cause  of  death  over  a  wide  age-range.  Although  there 
are  several  theories  on  its  causation,  health  education  on  the  prevention 
can  only  confine  itself  to  general  principles  of  healthy  living,  heantme, 
advances  are  being  made  in  the  management  and  treatment  of  tms  disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  social  worker  was  appointed  by  the 
County  Y/elfare  Authority  for  specialised  problem  family  rehabilitation 
on  the  Pilands  YTood  Council  housing  estate.  She  will  be  resident  in 
the  area  in  accommodation  provided  by  the  Rural  District  Council  anc, 
will  form  a  valuable  link  between  the  two  Authorities  in  this  work  of 
nutual  interest  and  concern* 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  particularly 
the  Health  Committee  for  the  encouragement  that  they  have  given  during 
the  year  and  my  colleagues  for  their  interest  and  co-operation.  I  am 
indebted  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  assistance  in  the  compilation

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above,  the  number  of  notifications 
of  scarlet  fever  shows  an  increase  on  the  average  over  the  past  five  years « 


Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning . 

Of  the  38  cases  of  dysentery  notified,  18  occurred  in  an  outbreak 
at  Moorgreen  Hospital,  Fest  End.  The  patients  were  occupants  of  the 
female  geriatric  annexe  and  it  was  due  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Matron  and 
nursing  staff  and  the  detailed  investigation  by  Dr.  R.  Irene  Hutchison 
of  the  Southampton  Public  Health  Laboratory  that  the  infection  did  not 
spread  to  the  rest  of  the  hospital. 

Six  cases  occurred  in  one  family  at  Kings  For thy;  five  cases  were 
notified  in  separate  families  at  Littleton  and.  the  remaining  nine  cases 
occurred  in  six  different  parishes  in  the  District.  Shigella  sonne  was 
the  organism  concerned  in  all  cases. 
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Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.#  Three  of  these 
occurred  in  a  family  outbreak  at  Netley;  the  agent  causing  the  outbreak 
was  not  identified.  The  other  three  cases  occurred,  at  a  farm  where  the 
salmonella  infection  passed  from  calves  to  human  contact#*  Salmonella 
infection  in  animal  livestock,  notably  calves,  is  becoming  an  increasing 
veterinary  problem  and  resultant  human  infection  seems  likely  to  become 
more  common.  Sometimes  the  human  illness  results  in  persistent  excretion 
of  the  salmonella  organisms  over  a  period  of  several  months  and  can 
therefore  constitute  a  potential  public  health  hazard.  There  is  close 
liaison  with  the  Veterinary  Officers  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  district  requiring  hospital 
or  specialist  services  are  referred  to  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital. 
This  also  applies  to  maternity  cases*  Patients  in  the  southern  parishes, 
however,  are  more  likely  to  be  referred  to  the  Southampton  General 
Hospital.  All  these  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Hess  ex  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICE. 

The  area  is  covered  largely  by  general  practitioners  in  group 
practices  in  Winchester,  Southampton  and  Eastleigh  and  by  smaller  group 
practices  in  Alresford,  Micheldever,  Tv/yford,  Hamble,  Hedge  End  and  "Vest 
End. 

LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

The  County  Council,  however,  have  set  up  a  local  District  Health  Sub¬ 
committee  for  advising  and  making  recommendations  to  assist  them  in 
administering  their  health  functions  and  in  adjusting  their  schemes  to 
suit  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  district. 

Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  Health  Visiting. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  in  most  of  the  parishes  either 
weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly,  depending  on  the  population  and 
attendance  of  mothers  and  children.  These  clinics  are  attended  by  a 
Health  Visitor  and,  in  most  cases,  by  a  Doctor.  The  attachment  scheme, 
whereby  the  nursing  staff,  including  a  Health  Visitor,  is  attached  to  a 
GeneraR  Practitioner  Group  has  been  Y/orking  satisfactorily. 

In  addition  to  the  clinics ,  Health  Visitors  are  informed  of 
the  births  of  all  children  in  their  areas  and  visit  and  offer  help  and 
advice.  If  accepted,  the  child  is  followed  up  throughout  infancy  and 
later  in  school.

The  nurseries  are  regularly  inspected  by  Health  Visitors  and  are 
satisfactorily  conducted. 

¥elfare  Foods. 

T/elfare  foods  are  distributed  at  all  ¥omen 1 s  Voluntary  Services 
centres  and  at  many  village  stores. 

Old  People !s  Welfare. 

The  welfare  of  old  people  is  statutorily  under  the  County  'Welfare 
Officer,  who  administers  the  service  through  Area  ¥elfare  Officers. 

There  is  also  a  growing  body  of  voluntary  workers  in  this  field 
and  the  Hampshire  Council  of  Social  Service  take  an  active  interest  in 
fostering  and  co-ordinating  the  voluntary  work  for  the  aged. 
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There  are  several  clubs  scattered  in  the  various  parishes  and  in 
many,  in  addition  to  all  the  club  facilities,  chiropody  clinics  are  held 
and  are  proving  a  very  useful  and  popular  service. 

The  Meals  on  TJheels  Service  which  is  administered  by  the  County 
Helfare  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Y7omen!s  Voluntary  Service 
operates  in  the  following  areas:  Hamble,  Hound,  Hedge  End,  West  End, 

Dot  ley,  Kings  Worthy,  Twyford,  Colden  Common,  Compton  and  Otterboume. 

New  Alresford,  Old  Alresford  and  Bighton  will  be  included  shortly. 

The  charge  to  the  recipient  is  Is.  6d.  a  meal  and  the  meal  is 
supplied  on  three  (or  in  some  areas  two)  days  a  week. 

There  has  been  a  steady  expansion  since  the  inception  of  this 
service  in  December,  1962. 

Health  Education. 

The  Rural  Information  Service  is  continuing  its  activities  in 
the  Parishes. 

The  Health  Education  Section  of  the  County  Medical  Department  has 
provided  speakers  and  visual  aids  for  talks  to  various  groups. 

There  is  a  need  to  enlighten  and  teach  people  the  principles  of 
positive  health  and  to  inform  on  anti-health  influences.  The  work  of 
Health  Educators  is  valuable  and  expanding  as  this  need  becomes  recognised. 

National  Assistance  Act.  1958  -  Section  47(i)« 

Although  investigation  was  made  in  several  cases  during  the  year 
where  it  was  thought  that  persons  were  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and 
were  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  it  was 
not  found  necessary  in  any  instance  to  secure  their  compulsory  removal. 

D.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS 

Details  of  this  section  are  contained  largely  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Heather. 

The  weather  during  1965  consisted  of  a  very  mixed  selection,  but 
will  be  remembered  mainly  for  its  dull  and  dismal  summer.  The  total 
rainfall  for  the  year  was  33*3  inches,  about  the  annual  average;  rain  was 
recorded  on  188  days  during  the  year. 

A  dull,  wet  January  was  followed  by  drier  weather  in  February  and 
a  moderate  amount  of  snow  fell  in  March,  taking  a  considerable  time  to 
clear.  Hith  the  exception  of  the  latter  part  of  May,  the  summer  months 
were  dull  and  dismal  with  only  a  few  odd  days  of  clear,  sunny  weather. 
Early  October  brought  a  short  spell  of  sunny  weather  but  this  was  followed 
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in  November  by  rain,  hail,  sleet  and  light  falls  of  snow.  Heavy  rain  came 
in  December  and  made  it  the  wettest  month  of  the  year. 


Housing 

The  number  of  houses  and  flats  erected  for  the  Council  during  the 
year  v<ras  the  highest  for  the  past  ten  years.  Although  the  number  of  houses, 
bungalows  and  flats  built  by  private  enterprise  showed  a  fall  from  the 
previous  year,  it  was  still  considerably  higher  than  the  average  for  the 
past  ten  years. 

In  November,  the  Council1 s  Scheme  for  Old  Persons !  Accommodation 
at  Pair  Oak  Court,  Pair  Oak,  was  completed.  This  consisted  of  two  blocks 
of  flats  containing  a  total  of  27  single  and  9  double  flats,  thus  providing 
accommodation  for  45  persons,  in  addition  to  the  Harden1 s  house. 

Hater. 

The  southern  parishes  of  the  District  are  served  by  Southampton 
Corporation1 s  water  mains,  the  central  parishes  by  Winchester  Corporation’s 
mains  and  the  northern  and  eastern  parishes  were  supplied  by  this  Council’s 
Totford  Hater  Scheme.  The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  throughout  the  year;  a  copy  of  a  report  of  a  typical  chemical 
analysis  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health.  Inspector  and 
bacteriological  samples  submitted  for  analysis  have  been  satisfactory. 

None  of  the  water  supplied  is  liable  to  have  plumb o -solvent  action;  the 
fluoride  content  of  the  Southampton,  Winchester  and  Totford  supplies  are 
0.10,  0.04  and  0.05  parts  per  million,  respectively. 

Extensions  have  been  made  to  the  Totford  scheme  during  the  year 
to  serve  new  housing  estates,  mainly  in  the  Alresford,  Sutton  Scotney  and 
South  Wonston  areas  and  in  December,  approval  was  given  to  the  extension 
of  the  Southampton  Corporation’s  supply  to  serve  a  number  of  properties  in 
Shamb 1 ehur s t  Lane ,  Hedge  End . 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  Fair  Oak  Sewerage  Scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  the  contract  works  in  connection  with  the  sewering  of  the 
Hindnill  Hill  area  of  Bursledon  were  nearing  completion. 

In  December,  tenders  in  connection  with  the  New  Alresford  Sewerage 
Improvements  Scheme  were  considered  amd  it  was  expected  that  the  work  would 
commence  early  in  1 966 . 

At  the  end  of  the  year  consideration  was  also  being  given  to  the 
installation  of  sewerage  systems  in  various  other  parishes  in  the  Rural 
District •

To  the  Chaiman  and  Members, 

Winchester  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I  an  pleased  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1965* 

The  Council’s  decision  to  alter  the  structure  of  the  inspectorate 
was  implemented  smoothly  and  reflects  credit  on  the  Officers  concerned, 
together  with  the  clerical  staff. 

The  year  has  been  one  in  which  the  major  problem  was  time  and 
there  was  insufficient  of  it  to  do  the  amount  of  work  which  I  consider  is 
necessary  to  provide  attention  to  detail  and  coverage  to  all  aspects  of 
the  work.  Surely  this  inability  to  administer  adequately  must  cause 
some  reflection  on  the  wisdom  of  pressing  for  a  shorter  working  week. 

The  amount  of  new  legislation  during  the  year  which  has  added  to 
the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  small,  but  the  snowballing  effect  of 
previous  requirements  are  being  felt.  Whilst  this  is  obviously  so  with 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963?  other  work  cannot  be 
merely  put  aside,  but  must  be  dealt  with  as  far  as  possible. 

During  the  year  an  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Guildhall,  Winchester 
in  which  this  Authority  took  part.  The  main  emphasis  with  which  we  were 
concerned  was  a  demonstration  to  the  public  of  the  environmental  aspect  of 
the  Authority’s  work  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate.  This  Exhibition  was  generally  regarded  by  both  those  who 
saw  it  and  the  press  as  something  very  worth  while  and  which  would 
undoubtedly  assist  in  a  closer  relationship  and  understanding  between 
ratepayers  and  the  Authorities  in  whose  areas  they  resided. 

Following  this  Exhibition  we  were  approached  and  asked  to  do 
something  similar  but  on  much  smaller  lines  at  the  King’s  Worthy  Women's 
Institute’s  Golden  Jubilee  Autumn  Fayre.  This  we  readily  undertook  and 
again  the  results  proved  very  worth  while. 
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Some  mention  of  the  staff  should  be  made  here  in  that  each  of 
these  displays  were  manned  throughout  Saturday  by  members  of  the  staff 
and  a  considerable  number  of  questions  were  dealt  with. 

I  an  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  which  has  been 
given  to  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  other 
Committees  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council.

This  also  became  operative  from  1st  September,  1965  and  brings  into 
force  various  Sections  of  the  Act  concerned  with  First  Aid. 

Shops  and  Offices  -  Information  for  Employees 
Regulations,  1965 « 

These  prescribe  an  abstract  of  the  Act  and  of  Regulations  thereunder 
and  require  employers  to  inform  employees  of  the  effect  of  the  Act  and 
Regulations . 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1965  - 

(Conduct  of  Inquiries)  Regulations,  1969 • 

These  provide  for  the  conduct  of  inquiries  into  objections  to 
special  Regulations  proposed  to  be  made  under  the  Act. 

The  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 • 

This  Act  amends  the  law  relating  to  dealers  in  scrap  metal  and 
similar  goods  and  to  dealers  in  marine  stores.

As  can  be  seen  from  the  undermentioned  details,  some 
progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  dwellings. 

It  will  be  noted  that,  as  in  previous  years,  a  number 
of  these  properties  have  been  brought  back  into  a  useful  life  and  a 
very  high  standard  of  both  repair  and  amenity  has  been  reached.

Caravans 

Although  the  preference  for  caravan  dwelling  persists  with  a 
number  of  people,  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  still  accentuates 
the  demand  for  sites  and  as  far  a,s  can  be  seen  this  demand  in  unlikely  to 
diminish. 

There  are  thirteen  licensed  private  sites  for  twenty  or  more 
residential,  caravans,  with  a  total  number  of  caravans  exceeding  500 . 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Council  operates  throe  sites  with  a 
total  accommodation  for  88  caravans  including  one  of  the  licensed  private 
sites  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  and  which  has  now  been  purchased 
by  the  Council.  Further  land  has  also  been  purchased  and  when  completed

The  southern  part  of  the  District  is  supplied  with  water  by 
Southampton  Corporation  mains,  the  central  area  by  Winchester  Corpor¬ 
ation  mains  and  the  northern  and  eastern  areas  were  supplied  by  this 
Council’s  Water  Scheme"'  at  Totford. 


Samples  from  these  supplies  are  submitted  regularly  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  and  reports  received  on  these 
samples  have  shown  them  to  be  satisfactory.

(a)  Milk. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD. 


Sampling.  55  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  we re  submitted  for  analysis; 
two  of  these,  from  the  same  source,  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Inves¬ 
tigation  was  made  and  advice  given;  all  subsequent  samples  from  this  source 
have  proved  satisfactory. 

54  samples  of  raw  milk  were  also  submitted  for  analysis.;  four  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory;  in  each  case  Brucella  organisms  were  present. 

Two  of  these  were  taken  from  a  farm  and  after  investigation  and  discussions 
with  the  farmer,  he  agreed  to  stop  the  sale  of  raw  milk  from  the  farm.  The 
two  other  unsatisfactory  samples  were  Channel  Islands  milk  obtained  from  a 
roundsman.  The  firm  concerned  obtained  this  milk  from  a  farm  outside  the 
District;  arrangements  were  made  for  all  Channel  Islands  milk  from  the  farm 
to  be  pasteurised.  Tests  were  carried  out  on  individual  cows  and  a  re¬ 
actor  was  found;  it  was  immediately  removed  from  the  herd.  Subsequent 
samples  of  milk  from  the  rest  of  the  herd  have  all  proved  satisfactory. 

General .  A  number  of  complaints  regarding  the  sale  of  milk  were 
received  during  the  year. 

An  allegation  that  a  bottle  of  milk  contained  glass  was  investigated 
and  it  appeared  that  the  glass  had  formed  part  of  the  top  edge  of  the  neck 
of  the  bottle  and  when  the  cap  was  removed,  the  piece  became  dislodged  and 
fell  into  the  milk;  legal  action  was  taken. 

A  bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  a  school  was  found  to  contain  a  foil  cap. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  bottling  plant 
was  situated  and  after  investigation  they  decided  that  no  further  action  was 
necessary. 

A  complaint  of  milk  delivered  in  a  dirty  bottle  was  investigated  and 
it  was  found  that  the  dirt  was  actually  within  the  structure  of  the  bottle. 

No  action  other  than  warning  the  dairy  concerned  was  taken. 

Part  of  a  urasp  was  discovered  in  a  bottle  of  milk  being  consumed  by 
a  pupil  at  a  school.  Despite  detailed  investigation,  it  could  not  be 
ascertained  exactly  how  or  when  this  was  introduced  into  the  bottle; 
consequently,  proceedings  were  not  instituted. 

A  fine  of  £5  was  imposed  on  one  firm  for  delivering  milk  T/hich  con¬ 
tained  a  chemical  substance  on  the  inside  of  the  bottle. 

Proceedings  were  taken,  when  a  bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  a  school 
was  found  to  contain  a  foreign  body  (a  bristle).  A  fine  of  £15  was 
imposed  by  the  Bench.

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  carcases  and  offal  inspected 
and  the  number  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part; 
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A  number  of  complaints  regarding  foodstuffs  were  received 
and  investigated.  In  three  instances  it  was  decided  to  take  legal 
proceedings. 

The  first  concerned  the  sale  of  a  steak  and  kidney  pie, 
which  was  found  to  be  affected  with  mould;  the  firm  concerned  were 
fined  £20  in  the  Magistrates1  Court. 

The  second  incident  also  concerned  steak  and  kidney  pies; 
a  complaint  was  received  that  a  family-sized  steak  and  kidney  pie  was 
unfit  and,  on  inspection,  it  was  found  to  be  affected  with  mould.  On 
visiting  the  shop  where  the  pie  was  purchased,  it  was  found  that 
another  pie,  similar  to  that  complained  of,  was  also  badly  affected 
by  mould.  The  Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £5  for  selling  a  pie 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  £5  for  offering  for  sale  another  pie 
unfit  for  consumption. 

The  third  case  concerned  a  foreign  body  in  a  jar  of  jam. 
After  investigation  and  a  report  on  the  jam  from  the  Public  Analyst, 
it  was  decided  to  take  legal  action  against  the  manufacturers  and  this 
resulted  in  them  being  fined  a  sum  of  £20. 


Ice-cream. 

2J  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  analysis  during 
the  yea r.  16  samples  were  placed  in  G-nade  I,  four  in  Grade  II,  two 
in  Grade  III  and  one  in  Grade  IV. 

It  should  be  noted  that  owing  to  the  numerous  factors 
governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too 
much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  on  any  single  sample; 
judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples.  It  is 
suggested  that  over  a  six-monthly  period,  8 Cffo  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  fall  into  Grades  I  or  II. 

The  sample  placed  in  Grade  IV  above  Y\ras  taken  from  a 
mobile  van.  The  Authority  in  whose  area  the  firm  Y/as  based  was 
informed  of  this  result  and  subsequently  they  advised  that  the  place 
of  production  maintained  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  invariably 
samples  were  Grade  I. 
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Egg  Pasteurisation  Plants . 


There  are  no  egg  pasteurisation  plants  within  the  Rural  District. 
Sampling  of  Food. 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  under  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.S.  Preston,  Chief 
Sampling  Officer  under  the  Act  for  the  following  details  as  to  sub¬ 
stances  sampled  within  this  district  during  the  year. 

A  total  of  325  samples  were  procured  within  the  Winchester  Rural 
District. 

Milk  Samples . 

These  numbered  235?  twenty- three  of  which  were  unsatisfactory 
due  to  added  water  or  deficiencies  in  fat.  In  only  one  case  (involv¬ 
ing  five  adulterated  samples)  were  the  discrepancies  sufficient  to 
warrant  legal  action.  The  five  samples  concerned  contained  from  1 °Jo 
to  9 CI°  added  water.  The  adulteration  was  thought  to  be  due  to  careless¬ 
ness  in  the  draining  out  of  churns  and  other  utensils.  Proceedings 
were  taken  in  respect  of  the  two  samples  containing  the  largest  amount 
of  added  water  and  the  firm  was  fined  £16,  with  £8.  14s.  Od.  costs. 

Seven  other  samples,  from  three  consignments  of  raw  milk, 
co,  eta  in*'  '  added  water.  On  investigation  this  appeared  to  be  due  to 
inadequate  drainage  of  the  milking  plants;  subsequent  checks  were 
satisfactory.  The  remaining  samples  were  all  deficient  in  fat,  but 
not  in  circumstances  involving  potential  offences  under  the  Act.  They 
were  obtained  from  individual  churns  included  in  larger  consignments , 
each  of  which,  on  average,  was  up  to  standard  and  the  milk  in  each 
consignment  was  being  mixed  together  at  the  dairy. 

Miscellaneous  Sampling . 

88  samples,  other  than  milk,  were  taken,  eight  being  the  subject 
of  adverse  report,  although  of  minor  significance . 

Three  samples  of  tinned  Pork  Luncheon  Meat  all  produced  by  the 
same  firm,  showed  slight  discolouration.  These  and  other  similar 
samples  obtained  from  a  different  part  of  the  County  were  examined 
by  the  County  Analyst,  but  the  contamination  was  considered  by  him 
to  be  insufficient  to  render  the  food  injurious.  The  discolouration 
appeared  where  the  meat  had  been  in  contact  with  the  seams  of  the  cans, 
or  where  the  cans  had  been  stressed  during  manufacture.  Bacteriological 
examination  of  other  cans  of  the  same  product,  also  showing  discolouration 
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proved  to  be  quite  sterile#  The  firm!s  representative  explained 
the  precautions  taken,  subsequent  to  new  type  cans  being  used$  it 
was  apparent  that  prolonged  storage  had  been  the  cause*  An  under¬ 
taking  was  given  to  use  a  paper  liner  for  all  future  similar  products 
until  some  adequate  remedy  to  the  problem  had  been  found* 

The  remaining  unsatisfactory  samples  included  pork  sausage  meat 
which  did  not  contain  the  normally  expected  (but  not  ..triutory)  65 i° 
of  meat  content,  pork  sausage  which  contained  preservative  but  did 
not  show  this  by  notice  and  insufficient  butter  fat  in  "Butter  Drops" 
due  to  lack  of  uniform  distribution* 

General » 

The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labelling  of  food  and  drugs 
as  well  as  to  descriptions  and  advertisements  applied  to  these  commod¬ 
ities*  No  complaints  requiring  serious  action  arose  within  the  District*

221  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  and  all  petroleum 
filling  stations  and  private  installations  were  inspected  prior  to  the 
renewal  of  the  licences  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  new  installations  were  licensed,  two  private  ones  and  a 
filling  station. 


The  number  of  tanks  tested  was  45*  Every  new  tank  and  every 
existing  tank  due  for  testing  has  been  dealt  with.  In  some  cases  this 
has  meant  work  over  a  period  of  three  to  four  days  with  of  necessity 
two  visits  a  day. 

Five  petroleum  tanks  have  been  put  temporarily  out  of  use  during 
the  year.  In  such  cases  it  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  tanks  are  not 
left  holding  an  explosive  vapour,  but  in  each  instance  the  complete 
filling  of  the  tank  with  water  is  necessary. 

Where  the  discontinuation  of  use  of  a  tank  is  on  a.  permanent  basis, 
it  is  necessary  either  to  ensure  its  complete  removal  from  the  ground,  the 
void  filled  in  and  consolidated  or,  alternatively,  the  tank  can  be 
completely  filled  in  with  a  cement  slurry.  There  is  considerable  care  to 
be  taken  when  dealing  with  a  tank  in  such  a  manner.  It  must  be  ensured 
that  no  voids  are  left  in  which  isolated  pockets  of  an  explosive  petroleum 
oxygen  mixture  can  remain  and  such  pipelines  as  are  connected  to  the  tank 
must  be  properly  disconnected  and  the  point  of  connection  effectively 
sealed.  Eleven  such  tanks  were  placed  permanently  out  of  use  during  the 
year.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  four  Inspectors  were  appointed 
under  the  Act  and  it  should  be  noted  that  these  are  Public  Health  In¬ 
spectors  who  are  now  beginning  to  slot  in  these  additional  duties  with 
those  for  which  they  were  already  responsible.  Although  as  shown  in 
column  4  of  Table  A  only  57  premises  out  of  a  register  total  of  524 
were  dealt  with  generally  in  the  year,  in  my  opinion  this  makes  quite 
a  good  start,  particularly  when  it  is  realised  that  the  number  of  visits 
throughout  the  year  as  recorded  in  Table  B  is  shown  to  be  146*  It  is 
worth  noting  that  one  of  these  general  visits  consisted  of  an  office  block 
occupied  by  a  particular  firm  in  which  there  were  500  rooms  and  9  rooms 
in  trailer  type  temporary  offices.  This  inspection  alone  occupied  one 
Inspector  for  some  three  weeks  full  time.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
impact  of  this  Legislation  is  beginning  to  be  felt  and  it  has  only  been 
possible  to  achieve  the  progress  to  date  by  the  Pupil  Health  Inspector 
being  vised  to  relieve  the  Inspectors  of  certain  routine  duties  and  I  am 
sure  that  this  feature  vri.ll  become  more  and  more  pronounced. 

General  observations  on  the  conditions  found  are  as  follows :~ 

Cleanliness.  Generally  satisfactory,  some  shops  and  offices  required 
cleansing  and  redecorating. 

Heating. 

Offices:  mostly  satisfactory. 

Shops:  a  considerable  number  of  shops  were  below  standard 5 

there  was  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  constant  reasonable  temperature, 
especially  in  selling  areas,  owing  to  the  continual  opening  of  doors. 

One  shop  overcame  this  by  fan  heaters  behind  the  counters. 

Store  rooms:  Rarely  was  any  attempt  made  to  heat  store-  rooms. 
Thermometers :  Almost  a  complete  absence. 

Lighting, 

Natural:  This  was  generally  satisfactory,  except  that  the 
standard  deteriorated  rapidly  away  from  window  areas  and  was  often 
obstructed  by  goods'  and  fittings?  lighting  vras  mainly  very  poor  in 
store  rooms,  passages  and  stairways. 

Artificial:  this  varied  considerably  in  offices ,  often  by  as 

much  as  ten  or  more  lumens  at  different  desks  in  the  same  office.  In 
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shops  the  standard  was  generally  low  where  ordinary  hulls  were  used,  but 
mainly  satisfactory  where  fluorescent  lighting  was  installed,  although 
it  would  appear  that  often  this  type  of  lighting  was  more  for  the  better 
display  of  good  rathe  r  than  for  the  benefit  of  the  assistants;  lighting 
was  again  generally  poor  to  store-rooms,  passages  and  stairways. 

Several  instances  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  were  noted;  these 
included  a  bacon  slicing  machine  lit  by  a  very  small  wattage  bulb  at  the 
opposite  end  of  the  room  -  the  machine  was  completely  overshadowed  when 
operated,  giving  no  light  at  the  blade;  a  mincing  machine  in  a  butcher Ts 
shop  showed  a  reading  of  only  five  lumens ;  in  the  same  shop,  the  chopping 
block  registered  only  12  lumens ,  whereas  the  reading  near  the  cash 
register  was  40*  Two  offices  showed  a  reading  of  less  than  five  lumens, 
three  between  5  and  10  and  eight  less  than  15  lumens. 

The  standards  of  lighting  of  selling  areas  as  compared  with  store¬ 
rooms  in  the  same  premises  varied  considerably;  in  one  instance  the 
reading  in  the  storeroom  varied  between  0  and  15  lumens  and  in  the  selling 
area  it  was  45  to  50;  in  another  the  storeroom  registered  10  lumens  whilst 
the  selling  area  showed  75* 


Ventilations  Generally  satisfactory ,  Insufficient  in  a  few  offices. 

7/ashing  f ac il i t i e s s  Usually  adequate  in  larger  firms  ,  hut  often  in¬ 
sufficient  or  unsatisfactory  in  smaller  firms;  in  several  instances  soap 
and  towels  were  not  provided;  there  was  often  a  lack  of  hot  water  in 
offices . 


Drinking  waters  Generally  provided,  but  there  was  often  abscence  of 
drinking  vessels. 


Sanitary  Accommodations  Several  instances  were  noted  who  re  they  were 
unsatisf actory  or  insufficient.  An  Exemption  Certificate  was  issued  in 
respect  of  a  "lock-up"  butchers  shop  where  no  sanitary  convenience  was 
able  to  be  provided  on  the  premises,  but  an  alternative  convenience  was 
available*  In  a  fuel  office  no  convenince  was  provided,  but  a  new  block 
is  being  built.  At  one  village  shop,  2  Elsan  closets  were  provided  25 
yds.  and  J6  yds,  away  respectively  with  a  difficult  approach. 


Overcrowdings  The  only  instances  of  overcrowding  found  were s 

Xa]  Two  offices  (each  under  4 oo  cubic  feet)  with  one  person  in  each. 

(b)  5  rooms  out  of  500  at  one  firm’s  offices  were  overcrowded. 

(c)  9  rooms  in  "trailer- type”  temporary  offices  at  the  sane  firm  as  in 
(b)  did  not  comply* 
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First  Aid  Equipments  All  shops  had  first  aid  material,  but  a  great  many 
we  re  lacking  in  content. 

Offices  in  gene ral  either  had  inadequate  equipnent 
or  were  not  provided  with  it  at  all. 

Accommodation  for 

Clothing:  .  Very  poor;  hooks  or  even  nails  on  the  wall  were 

the  normal  practice. 

Seating  etc.:  Several  instances  of  unsuitable  seating,  e.g.  high 

stools  with  no  footrests,  loose  boxes  being  used  as  footrests,  low  backed 
chairs  etc. 


Floors , 


and  Stair  s: 


One  hazardous  stairway  was  noted  with  a  handrail 


on  one  side  only,  the  other  being  completely  open.  Worn  floors  and  floor 
coverings  were  also  found  with  the  consequent  risk  of  tripping. 


Machinery :  A  common  failure  was  the  abscence  of  guards  on 

hand-operated  guillotines.

A  number  of  complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisance  were  dealt 
with  during  the  yeax ,  from  such  varied  causes  as  night-flying  aircraft, 
motor-cycles,  various  engineering  machinery,  sand-screening  equipment, 
radios  and  dogs,  etc.  Investigation  was  made  into  all  the  complaints  and, 
in  some  instances,  this  necessitated  visits  in  the  evenings  and  at  week¬ 
ends  in  those  cases  in  which  the  noise  was  said  to  be  at  its  worst  at 
those  times. 


Steps  were  taken,  where  necessary,  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
noise  by  the  removal  or  resiting  of  the  offending  machinery.  In  two 
cases,  the  owners  agreed  not  to  use  that  particular  equipment  in  the 
evenings  or  at  week-ends «  In  other  cases  advice  was  given  as  to  the 
measures  to  be  taken  to  reduce  the  amount  of  noise. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  complaint  was  received,  from 
a  Community  Association  regarding  the  fouling  of  the  pavement  by 
pigeons • 

Investigation  was  made  and  steps  taken  which  it  is  hoped 
will  successfully  obviate  this  nuisance,  but  some  time  will  elapse 
before  the  results  are  evident. 
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PUBLIC 


This  has  been  a  rather  difficult  year  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  availability  of  labour.  For  the  whole  of  the  year  with  the 
exception  of  very  short  periods  vehicles  have  been  undermanned  resulting 
in  delayed  collection.  The  reduction  of  working  hours  from  42  to  40  has 
also  had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  efforts  to  maintain  a  regular  service. 

I  am  concerned  at  the  increasing  delay  which  is  occasioned  when 
a  vehicle  requires  repair.  Garages  generally  are  taking  longer  to  deal 
with  a  vehicle  as  most  of  them  are  suffering  from  labour  difficulties. 

In  addition  when  any  spare  part  is  required  it  is  becoming  more  common  for 
vehicles  to  be  off  the  road  for  periods  up  to  three  weeks 1 • 

The  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  collection  commenced 
but  is  behind  schedule.  Again  this  is  the  direct  result  of  our  failure  to 
attract  labour.

Paper  Sack  Method  of Refuse  Collection

installation  commenced  in  April. 


It  was  anticipated  that  the  installation  rate  required  would  be 
3,000  units  per  annum.  However  by  the  end  of  December  only  1,451  units 
had  been  fitted,  leaving  the  installation  rate  approximately  1,150  uni 
behind  schedule.  'This  was  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  all  available 
staff  was  engaged  on  refuse  collection
